The Canadian Association of Broadcasters, aware of the 
implications of the judgement of the VESSR court case, is 
urging member stations to support the case. They realize 
the potential precedent set by the judgement. ‘The Radio 
Board of the C.A.B. has already donated $1000.00 to support 
the appeal. 

The first anniversary is close for VESSR who has been 
restrained from operating his station after a County Court Judge, 
in Ottawa, held him responsible for creating a nuissance, toa 
neighbour, at the rear of his property. It was alleged that 
Jack's transmitter caused interference to appliances that were 
found by independent government tests to be susceptible. 

Over 1100 individual donations have been received to date 
and total donations now exceed 3}50 000.00. But more money is needed. 
The appeal will deal with several areas, that were considered 
legally contentious in the judgerient. Many new points have 
been brought up by this historical case, and many more have 
yet to be presented. All Amateurs are urged to support the 
JRSD Fund, by sending their donations to: JRSD Fund, P.O.
